It would seem inconceivable that one 
could go from a statement oí the 
recognized accomplishments oí a 
profession to a discussion of fees. 
However, there has been consider- 
able discussion recently, of much 
concern to the architectural profes- 
sion, relative to architectural serv- 
ices at the State level. This discus- 
sion has involved reducing the fee 
paid by the State for professional 
services or the establishment of a 
State Architectural Bureau. Neither 
of these proposals could achieve re- 
sults which would be in the best 
interest of the State. Under the fee 
currently authorized it is extremely 
difficult for any architectural organ- 
ization to realize a reasonable profit 
on any except the largest and simp- 
lest projects. The majority of state 
projects are done by the architect 
in recognition of a community re- 
sponsibility. A fee reduction would 
make it impossible to provide a rea- 
sonable quality of professional serv- 
ice. À recent survey of fees paid by 
California, Florida, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, New York, Pennsylvania, Indi- 
ana, Connecticut, Texas and Ohio 
show that the Michigan fee is far 
below that paid by any of these 
states for comparable services. All 
experience indicates that the main- 
enance by a state of a Bureau or 
Department to perform complete ar- 
chitectural service is considerable 
more expensive than using private 
firms. California maintains such a 
Department to which the state pays 
approximately 50% more per project 
than Michigan pays private firms. 
Ohio abandoned such a practice in 
1943 in favor of obtaining better pro- 
essional service at less expense from 
private firms 


To resolve the problem apparently 
existing relative to fees for State pro- 
jects and to alleviate the inequities 
existing in the present State fee, the 
Michigan Society of Architects has 
prepared a sliding fee schedule for 
submission to the State Legislature 
This schedule provides for variations 
in fees depending upon both the 
complexity and the size of the pro- 
posed project. We are hopeful that 
this may be another service of con- 
sequence to the people of Michigan. 


The architects of Michigan look for- 
ward to many years of growth and 
development. We pledge the con- 
tinued direction of our efforts and 
energies to the solution of planning 
and building problems. The future 
will hold new design and construc- 
tion techniques, which, in the hands 
of the architect, will be additional 
tools for the creation of a more effici- 
ent and more beautiful environment
